CUBAN TARIFF ON CATTLE. 


Some of the Changes Proposed by 
President Palma. 

Washington, July 29.—The department 
of agriculture has received through the 
department of state a copy of a presi- 
dential message to the Cuban congress 
regarding certain changes in the present 
duties on live stock, either for breeding 
purposes or for slaughter, as well as on 
barbed wire, the latter reduction to be for 
a period of one year. The message sets 
forth that of the 900,000 caballerias ia 
caballieria contains 331-3 acres) of land.

Washington, July 2.—United States 
Ambassador Clayton, at Mexico, has 
succeeded in securing restitution in one 
of the largest embezzlement cases be- 
fore the Mexican state department. 

Some time ago James Brown Potter, 
representing large American and English 
interests in the Tlahaulllo Mining Compa- 
ny of Mexico, appealed to the state de- 
partment for justice, claiming that by a 
fraudulent conspiracy some of the direc- 
tors of the company had embezzled funds 
to the amount of over $2,000,000. This, it

The coal company officials say 
they will ask for troops tomorrow if there 
is a concdnuance of the attempts to annoy 
the workmen. 
Stoned Non-Union Men. 

Two crowds of strikers. sumbering fully 
3,000 men, women and children, collected 
at all the Reading and Union Company 
operations, between Mount Carmel and 
Shamokin, this evening and hurled stones 
and sticks at the non-union men: 

Six of the latter were captured by the 
mob near Richards’ colliery and were 
badly pummeled. On promising to remain 
away from. the colliery until the cunt 
ends they were liberated. 

A crowd of fifteen hundred men and 
boys prevented the resumption of work 
at the Wanke washery at Duryea this 
morning. A number af men came down 
from Scranton to work at the washeries. 
They were at once surrounded by @ 
threatening crowd. The burgess was ap- 
pealed to to protect the men, who wanted 
to work, but he thought he would not ba 
able to do it’ and he telephoned to Sheriff 
Jacobs. The eheriff sent four depoties to, 
the-seene, but when they arrived the mob 
had dispersed. 

The men who hai been hired to work at 
the washery were badly frightened and 
when the train for Scranton came along 
they jumped aboard and returned to that 
place. A volley of stones followed them. 
The operator of the washery says he will 
not make another attempt to resume - 
erations.

Berlin, July 29.—The marriage of Privy 
Councillor Loehning to the daughter of a 
former sergeant in the Gerf®an army has 
caused Herr Loehning’s compulsory retire- 
ment from the chief directorship of taxes 
for the province of Posen. 


Herr Loehning, who was also finance | 


councillor and a man of wealth, has been 
circulating a pamphiet among his friends 
explaining his acceptance of a pension 
July 1 at the instance of Herr Von Rhein- 
baban, the Prussian minister of finance, 
The publication of this pamphlet In to- 
day’s papers has caused considerable com- 
ment, both socially and politically, be- 
cause Herr Loehning, as a high official 
who had first hand kpynowledge of the 
Prussian administration of Posen, disap- 
proves of several features of tne munis- 
try’s Polish policy. 

In this pamphlet Herr Loehning relates 
that after an interchange of communl- 


cations between Berlin and the hignest 
administrative officials of the province of 
Posen, the ober president of Posen told 
bim he had nothing to say against his 
fiancee, but that it Was impossible for 
him to consent to the marriage of one 
of the highest officials of the province 
with a daughter of an ex-sergeant; that 
it was as though the colonel of a regi- 
ment proposed to do such a thing. A 
ministerial councillor or a superior gov- 
ernment councillor might possibly marry 
@ sergeant’s daughter, but a privy and 
finance councillor could not. The ober 
president said also that the commanuing 
general and the police president shared 
his views on the matter. The father ot 
jierr Loehning’s wife is now a secre.ary 
in one of the government offices at Posen. 

Some weeks after his marriage the 
finance ministry at Berlin asked Herr 
Loehning to retire, which he did. 

Herr Loehning affirms that his opinion 
in the matter of the ministry's Polish 
policy should have nothing to do with ais 
retirement from office, but notwithstand- 
iug this it is believed the opinion proba- 
bly did have something te do with the 
councillor’s retirement. 

Herr Loehning affirms also, in his pam- 
phiet, that most of the high Prussian of- 
ficials of the province of Posen condemn 
the government's genera] policy toward 
the Poles, the prosecution of Polish news- 
papers and the surveillance of Polish so- 
cieties. Herr Loehning, althougn favor- 
ing measures to Germanize Poland, is 
of the opinion that this should be carried 
out less ostentatiously., 

The pamphlet is the subject of a notice- 
able editorial article in the liberal news- 
papers today, which predict attacks upon 
the government in the diet. The Vossische 
Zeitung says it is impossible to write 
about the matter coolly, and that it reads 
like the times preceding the battle of 
Jena, when Prussian aristocracy re&ufed 
the acme of class insolence.

Boer Generals Are Being Treated as 
Heroes at Cape Town—Botha 
and Delarey Will Make a 
Tour of the United 

States. 


Cape Town, July 29.—The hero worship 
of the Boer commanders was strikingly 
illustrateqd today at the marriage of Gen- 
eral Delarey’s daughter to his secre- 
tary, Ferreira, at the Dutch Reformed 
church. The approaches to the edifize 
were packed and the congregation cheer- 
ed Generais Botha, DeWet and Delarey 
as they entered the church. DeWet was 
carried from the church on the shoulders 
of his more enthusiastic admirers. When 
the bridal party appeared the congrega- 
tion arose and cheered until the minister 
threatened to stop the ceremony or clear 
the church. 

Generals Delarey and Botha were given 
an ovation yesterday at Stellenbosch. 
They were driven to the town hall and 
each of the two carriages was drawn by 
sixty students. At a luncheon which fol- 
lowed the students acted as waiters. 

General Botha in a feeling address said 
the day of surrender was the most pain- 
ful of his life, but now that it had been 
done he prayed earnestly that his hearers 
would consider it God's will. Although 
Afrikander nationality, in a manner had 
been buried, it would remain the most 
important factor in the -social life of 
South Africa. Genera} Botha paid a 
tribute to former President Steyn’s abili- 
ties as a statesman.

of the recalcitrant schools will be forci- 
bly cjJosed until special decrees to this 
end have been signed for each de2part- 
ment. 

In many departments such action will 
not be necessary, as the congregations 
have submitted, and, moreover, the deci- 
sion of the government not to close those 
schools for which authorization wes not 
asked, owing to misinterpretation of the 
law, has had something of a quieting ef- 
fect. 

The leaders of the agitation talk of or- 
ganizing popular protests; but the life 
seems to be out of the movement, so far 
as Paris is concerned. Here the socia!- 
ists have determined upon counter dem- 
onstrations to every clerical meeting. 
Some disturbances in the provinces, espe- 
cially in Finistere, are probable “when the 
police close the schools, but there is e:i- 
dently a lull in the excitement for the 
moment.

Chamberlain Declares That They 
Will Be Well Treated, 


Colonial Secretary’s Speech Outlining 
Britain’s Policy Cheered by Lib- 
erals as Well as Tories. 
Boers May Win Self- 
Government.

London, July 2.—Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain appeared in the house of 
commons this afternoon for the first time 
since his recent accident. He was greet- 
ed with hearty cheers and later he was 
warmly congratulated by Stir Henry 
liberal leader in 
the house. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s appearance was 
marked by a speech which won the ap- 
plause of even such opponents as Henry 
Labouchere. Mr. Chamberlain dealt com- 
prehensively with the past and future of 
South Africa, 

“We have no intention,” he said, ‘“‘that 
the Boers should break with theif old 
tradifions. We desire that they should 
preserve all the best characteristics of 
their race and hope they will shake 
hands with us. thus securing prosperity 
in South Africa under the flag which 
protects different races and different Te- 
ligions.”’ 

That sentiment was the keynote of the 
speech. 

Dealing with the much discussed labor 
question, Mr. Chamberlain said he be- 
lieved every inducement to labor should 
be held out to the blacks, but no scheme 
of compulsory labor should receive the 
slightest government support. There was 
no intention of packing the country with 
Britishers, but so much Transvaal land 
was lying idle that the colonies could 
only be made a great corn-producing 
factor by bringing in British settlers. 

Leniency for the Boers. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman supple- 
mented his congratulations by asking for 
information of the colonial conference. 
He expressed the hope that lenient treat- 
ment would be extended to the Boers in 


South Africa. : 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that the one 
spirit animating the members of the con- 
ference was the desire to draw closer 
together the constituent parts of the em- 
pire, and he thought it safe to say that 
the conference had made important prog- 
ress toward a perfect uniap to which he 
himself looked forward. 

Regarding South Africa, Lord Milner. 
the high commissioner, had telegraphed 
spontaneously that he did not think fur- 
ther legislation necessary to make the 
banishment proclamation effective. The 
government, however, reserved to Itself 
the important right to refuse to allow 
the return or-to keep watch over persons 
who showed themselves inimical to good 
order und peace. 

“We are not going to allow the result 
of the war to be undermined,”’ said Mr. 
Chamberlain, ‘“‘by intrigues carried on by 
nominally constitutional means.” 

Regarding the future status of South 
Africa, the colonial secretary said the 
imperial government had established a 
crown colony in the strictest sense. The

The present plan is that the deputa- 
which will be made up of about 
fifteen managers, will accompany the 
members of the London chamber of com- 
merce who have accepted the invitation 
of the New York chamber to be present 
at the opening ceremony of their new 
premises. The tramway men wil be 
headed by President John Young, man- 
ager of the Glasgow municipal trams, 
and Secrefary I. M. McElroy, manager 
at Manchester. They propose to visit 
New York, Brooklyn, Baston. Buffalo, 
Toronto, Detroit, Cleveland, Pittsburg, 


Philadelphia and New Jersey. 

The deputation proposes to acquire: 
experimental, statistical and _ scientific 
knowledge relating to the construction, 
equipment and operation of American 
tramways with the view of diffusing in- 
formation among the members of the as- 
sociation on all matters affecting tram- 
ways generally, but more particularly 
those controlled by municipal bodies in 
Great Britain.

That consummation would not 
be delayed if for no other reason than 
that it might relieve the government of 
the tremendous burden of responsibility 
involved in the present situation, but all 
must understand that the government 
would not be rushed into any action 
which circumstances did not warrant. 
Promises Will Be Kept. 

The speaker sald he was one of those 
optimistic enough to believe that the new 
colonies would reach fhe ultimate goal 
of their ambition much sooner than manv 
persons now thought possible. So far as 
the government was concerned the sur- 
render promises would be kept In spirit 
as well as in letter. The governmnet, he 
said, was bound both by honor and in- 
terest to this course. 

There remained many questions to be 
dealt with. A new tariff must be ar- 
ranged involving intricate questions con- 
cerning which experts must be consulted, 
and the taxation of mines must be set- 
tled, but he wished to say nothing would 
be done to punish owners of mines as 
had been suggested in many quarters. 
The government would do nothing to in- 
terfere with a quick revival of develop; 
ment of the country. 

Subject to that consideration, Mr. Cham- 
berlain continued, no man was more 
anxious than he to recover some comnsid- 
erable part of the cost of the war from 
South Africa. He thought it would be 
perfectly fair to lay a fair part of the 
cost of the war on the principal industry 
of the Transvaal, but what amount it 
was too soon to Say. 

Mr. Chamberlain's speech evoked crit!- 
cism of the financta! features of the pol- 
icy outlined for South Africa from Sir 
William Vernon-Harcourt, James Brice 
and others. 

Mr. Brice said he hoped the national 
scouts would not be used as police, but 
Mr. Chamberlain said he could not see 
why they should not be so employed, as 
he believed they would make admirable 
civil guards. : 

Mr. Chamberlain said he also hoped the 
royal judicial commission going out to 
South Africa would exercise the king's 
clemency in view of the large number of 
sentences imposed during the war.

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WARDEN PONDER 
HELD BY COURT 


Charged with Complicity in 
the Sweating to Death of 
Negro Convict. 


DISCHARGE ORDERED 
IN CASE OF DR. MINTER 


Evidence Tended To Show That Cap- 
tain Vittetore Was Responsible 
for Infliction of Punish- 
ment Which Caused 
Prisoner’s Death. 


Blakely, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—Willis 
Ponder and Dr. H. G. Minter were given 
committal trial here today upon the 
charge preferred by the state prison 
board against them in connection with 
the sweating to death of a negro in the 
Jakin branch of the state penitentiarv 
a little over two years ago. The commit- 
tal was heard before Judge H. C. Shef- 
field, of this judicial circuit. The state 
was represented by Colonel J. A. Lang, 
of Dawson, and the defense. by A. G. 
Powell, of this place. 

After hearing the evidence Judge Shef- 
field exonerated Dr. Minter, who was 
held as an accessory after the fact, and 
ordered him discharged. Ponder was 
placed uncer $5,000 bond to await the 
action of the grand jury. He promptly 
gave the bond and was released. His 
bond was voluntarily made for him by 
a large number of the best citizens of 
the county. 

The evidence tended to show that Cap- 
tain Vittetore, who afterwards died, pre- 
venting thus a prosecution by Early 
county grand jury at the time, was re- 
sponsible for the infliction of the cruelty 
from which the negro died. The evi- 
dence also showed that Ponder did not 
participate in the sweating, but is held 
because he was present in the camp as 
yard man and took no steps to prevent it. 
Ponder has since become deputy war- 
den. 

A feature of the day was a petition 
to the prison board, signed by every con- 
vict but three in Jakin camp, asking 
that Captain Ponder be restored to them, 
stating that they have been better treat- 


ed under him than under any preyious 
warden.

PURESPRING WATER 


May Lay Pipe from Wynnton to the 
City. 


IT WAS USED BEFORE THE WAR 


Has Also Been Suggested That 
Water from Cold Springs, Near 
EBullochville, Be Secured—A _ 
Desperate Battle with 
a Mad Dog.

Columbus, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—As 
long as the city’s present source of 
drinking water continues unwholesome 
Columbus veople who haven't wells and 
have made no arrangements for bring- 
ing in water daily from the country may 
use spring water from Wynnton. 

The city is considering the advisability 
of laying a pipe from a fine spring in 
Wynnton to some central point in the 
city. Many years ago, before the war, 
a wooden pipe brought water to the city 
from a fine spring in this same suburb. 

It has been suggested that th@ city 
make arrangements to get water from 
Cold springs, at Bullochville, Ga., 2 
miles away. The spring there has a 
flow of 3,100 gallons per minute. An- 
other possiole source of supply that has 
been suggested by others is Blue springs, 
in Harris county, 20 miles away, whica 
furnish about half this volume. Cold 
springs are 500 feet above the level of 
the city. 

Bit by Mad Dog. 

J. D. Baze, a well-known planter, was 
bitten by a dog, presumably mad, at his 
home in Wynnton. After quite a strug- 
gle with the animal, which made a des- 
perate attack upon him, he killed him 
by dashing his head against the ground. 
Mr. Baze secured the use of a madstone 
from a party in Phenix City, and from 
the fact that the stone adhered an hour 
or two to the wound it is supposed that 
the dog’s bite was poisonous, 


Kitchener’s Resemblance to Grant. 

Army and Navy Journal: British sen- 
timent. which long ago proclaimed Gen- 
eral Kitchener as the fighting genius of 
tne South African war, has celebrated 
his return to London with a demonstra- 
tion of gratitude which gives him secure 
Status as a national hero. He has been 
welcomed home even more joyously than 
was Lord Roberts, whom he succeeded in 
command and whose return waé hailed 
as marking the end of the war, whereas 
the hardest part of it had only begun, 
General Kitchener’s demeanor in _ the 
presence of the magnificent reception 
which greeted him in the British capital 
was admirable and characteristic. He 
was modest and self-contained, and, while 
by no means indifferent to the tribute of 
a nation’s praise, never allowed it even 
for a moment to disturb the calm poise 
of his manner. Through this serene sélf- 
control of General] Kitchener in the hour 
of his supreme triumph there is clearly 
revealed the quality which served him 
unfailingly in South Africa. He knows, 
and is master of, himself. He doesn'« lose 
his head. He is a silent man, preferring 
that results shall speak for ¢hemselves, 
and throughout his recent campaign he 
performed his work with a degree of di- 
rectness, patience and a singleness f 
purpose which distinguish him as a really’ 
great commander. In this respect he 
bears a striking resemblance to Grant, 
who, when he understood the work to be 
done, went ahead and did it without frills 
or feathérs, ‘without talking about it, 
without complaint as to the difficulties 
in the way, and with a full realization 
that the more promptly it was completed 
the better. To say that Kitchener’s man- 
ner and method are like those of Grant is 
the highest praise that Americans can be- 
stow upon the unpretentious man who 
has made peace in South Africa, but we 
may add to the‘testimonial] the statement 
that, like Grant, he has also been mag- 
nanimous to the vanquished and quick 
in his generous recognition of their valor 
and manhood. Loftier tribute than thig 
no man can pay.

FORESTS BURNING 
IN NORTH ALABAMA 


Drought Causes Timber To Burn Like 
. Tinder. 


RESIDENCES ARE DESTROYED 


Entire Neighborhood Turns Out To 
Fight Flames—In Many Places 
the Corn Crop Is an Entire 
Failure—Must Leave 
the Farms. 


New Decatur, Ala., July 29.—(Special.) 
Forest fires have been raging in some 
parts of the county and considerable 
damage has been done to the timber, 
while much fencing and a few buildings 
have been destroyed. 

On account of the severe drought the 
undergrowth burns almost like tinder, 
and in some places, it is said, the earth 
has been burnt to a considerable depth. 

Near Neel postoffice a fire devastated 
a section of country 3 miles long by 2 
miles wide, destroying much fencing and 
injuring the crops. 

The saw mill of F. B. Orr, as wel! as 
a number of dwelling houses, had a nar- 
row escape from the flames by the en- 
tire neighborhood turning out and fight- 
ing the fire. | 

This is the worst drought ever expe- 
rienced in north Alabama. In many lo- 
calities the corn crop will be an entire 
failure and it is estimatyd that the cot- 
ton crop will be damaged from 20 to 80 
per cent in different sections. 

The cotton plant is very small, with 
but little or no bottom crop, and the 
plant is drying up and shedding badly. 

Many ‘‘share croppers” will be com- 
pelled to leave the farm and seek work 
in other vocations, as their crops will be 
almost total failures. 

Many of the north Alabama merchants 
who do a furnishing business will lose 
heavily this year.

Company for the two largest electric mo- 
tors in the world. Each machine will 
weigh 150 tons and be capable of dra™ 
ing 1,600 tons of freight up the heavy 
grades of the belt line tunnel, which runs 
nearly two miles under the city. Passen- 
ger trains have been drawn through the 
tunnel by electricity since it was opened 
in 1895, but the motors now in use are not

Raleigh, N. C., July 29.—(Special.)—To- 
Gay at Quitsna, C. E. Collins, John Stall- 
ings and Henry Harrell were arrested, 
«charged with arson. 

Collins’ store was burned last March 
@nd he collected $1,000 insurance on stock. 
A few days ago rumors became current 
that there was fraud. Insurance Commis- 
sioner Young began an investigation and 
Sesterday took evidence of four witnesses 
that Harrell confessed that goods were 
removed from the store, that the latter 
was liberally soaked with kerosene and 
get-on fire. The commissioner ordered the 
arrests made today of Collins, of Stail- 
ings, his clerk, and Harrell, his nephew. 
He left at once to press the case against 
them. 

This is the eleventh case under the new 
jaw to prevent incendiarism in which the 
commissioner has made arrests. All the 
Gefendants in the other cases are already 
én prison. 


North Carolina Crop Report. 

The crop report for North Carolina, is- 
gued this morning, says that despite scat- 
tered showers about the 23d instant, which 
were heaviest in the west, drought now 
prevails over most of the state, especially 
throughout the Piedmont plateau and 
the coastal region, and crops in many séc- 
tions are suffering severely for lack of 
sufficient moisture. The past seven days 
were on that account unfavorable for the 
best progress of crops, though otherwise 
weather conditions were nearly normal. 
The mean temperature was 76 degrees to 
78 degrees; the days were quite warm, but 
without excessively high temperatures, 
* and the nights were agreeably cool; the 
amount of sunshine was abundant. The 
‘ only station receiving an amount of rain 
sufficient to thoroughly soak the soil was 
Charlotte; even where local showers feli 
crops are again needing rain badly. There 
can be no question that crops have de- 
teriorated rapidly in many counties in 
the central-east portion of the state, while 
in the central mountain section the staple 
crops are still in excellent condition. Up- 
land and forward corn have suffered 
most from drough‘; in many fields plants 
have fired up to the ears, and !t appears 
Impossible that the grain could fil! out 
even with an abundant rainfall the comp- 
ing week; in many sections corn is still 
én very good condition, lowland crops and 
Jate planted being very promising. Cot- 
ton also is now being damaged to some 
extent by drought; plants have not grown 
rapidly, and are shedding lower leaves 
and forms, but generally this crop is not 
in bad condition; many correspondents re- 
port cotton clean and well cultivated, 
‘and forming fruit nicely’ in the south 
portion plants are heavily bolled. Tobac- 
co in some fields has been yellowed or 
fired by drought before maturity; the 
bulk of the crop is ripening very fast, 
and curing is underway generally with 
good results. Peanuts, potatoes, field 
peas and gardens ere being more or less 
injured by the absence of rain; the im- 
portant crop of sweet potatoes has been 
cut short. Turnips are being sown. Some 
land has been broken for wheat. Melons 
are coming into market in abundance and 
are of good quality. Late apples are 
“dropping badly before maturity. Grapes 
are fine and the vines are heavily load*6l. 
The important work of setting out straw- 

berry plants in the east has begun. 

Other News in Brief. 

Nineteen counties in the state have so 
far failed to ask for state aid for estab- 
lishing free libraries for rural public 
echools. In a twelvemonth 440 such libra- 
ries have been established. They cost 
$30 each, the state, county and school dis- 
trict each contributing $10. Th> librartes 
are a great success. For the money a 
library which usually could not be bought 


for $50 is secured. 

At the Roman Catholic orphanage th 
the suburbs of Raleigh the Church of the 
Holy Name of Jesus is under construc- 
tion. It is to be completed in October 
and will be dedicated by Archbishop Leo 

' Haid, of the Benedictines.

Within the past year the educational 
institutions in South Carolina have un- 
dergone many changes. Dr. James H. 
Carlisle, the venerable president of Wof- 
ford college, at Spartanburg, resigned 
and his place was filled by the election 
Of Professor Henry N. Snyder, a mem- 
ber of the faculty. President Frank C. 
Woodward of the South Carolina col- 
lege, has retired, and a successor has not 
been named. It is said that Judge 
Benet may be considered by the trustees. 
President Hartzog resigned from Clem- 
son college, and last week Dr. A. P. 
Montague tendered his resignation tn or- 
der to accept the presidency of a col- 
lege outside of the state. President Har- 
rison Randolph, of the College of Char- 
leston, was offered the presidency of the 
University of Arkansas, the position 
since taken by Hartzog, but he declined, 
preferring to continue his labors in 
Charleston. Other institutions have been 
put into new hands. The year has been 
eventful for the colleges, and at no 
other time have as many changes come 
about within such a short time. All of 
the colleges have been prosperous, and 
none of the changes was due to lack of 
patronage.

It is generally underseod here that op- 
position would have developed against 
Von Kolnitz had it not been for Senator 
Tillman’s threat. The citizens here are 
inclined to resent it, and within the past 
week efforts to get other candidates in 
the race have failed. As it looks now 
Von Kolnitz will have a walkover. 
Many of the democrats agree that Von 
Kolnitz is not the proper representative 
of Charleston in view of his dffiliation 
with a republican campaign. This feel- 
ing, however, is not as strong as the de- 
sire to resent thé outside interference of 
Senator Tillman. Since going to Wash- 
ington, Senator Tillman has labored 
faithfully for Charleston, and much of 
the bitterness toward him here has 
been worn away with the passing years. 
Still, the majority of people believe that 
the election of a state senator was a mat- 
ter in which he had no concern. Had it 
not been for his published threat an- 
other candidate would have entered the 
field, but as stated, Von Kolnitz is mak- 
ing the race now without opposition,

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No More Populism in Georgia. 

The Augusta Tribune, once a strong 
organ of the pepulists of the state, 
notes the refusal of Judge James K. 
Hines to again take a populist guber- 
natorial nomination and says: 

Judge Hines did right, and showed his 
good sense in declining to allow himself 
made the leader of a hopeless and ridic- 
ulous fight. 

The Tribune points out that the pop- 
ulists can no longer be regarded as a 
political party in this state. With a 
few. exceptions, those who were once 
adherents of that party voted their 
full strength in the late demoeratic 
state primary. They accepted the cor- 
dial invitation of the democracy to 
unite effort for good government. Be- 
lieving that just principles can be 
contended for and won as successfully 
in the white democratic primaries as 
in general elections, they have fallen 
into the democratic ranks as of old. 

Having done this The Tribune ar- 
gues that they are in honor bound to 
abide the result and declares that no 
one of them intends to do less. Be- 
sides, the national populist party is 
dead and the contest between plutoc- 
racy and that emphatic democracy 
which the populists- professed is on 
between the republican and democrat- 
ic organizations. Hence it would be 
a hard matter for an honest populist 
to train with the republicans and yet 
harder to keep out of a fight such as 
the democrats are waging for the prin- 
ciples dear to every populist patriot. 

Here in Georgia the democratic par- 
ty stands conspicuously for every prin- 
ciple the Georgia populist could hope 
to see prevail in our state government. 
To persist in separate action would be 
only to divide the friends of those re- 
forms which must be wrought out 
within the dominant party. To make 
sure of them every patriotic citizen 
should align himself effectually with 
the party, sathat his vote may count 
one for the final triumph of every 
righteous cause in policy and adminis 
tration. 

The Tribune is right. There is nv 
reason for a resurrection of populist 
standards and revival of populist pro- 
grammes in,Georgia. The democracy 
is the true people’s party and all who 
are for a people’s government wili 
swell its ranks and share its victories. 


Mr. Littlefield’s Troubles. 

Since he has assumed, at the re 
quest of the president, the momentous 
task of preparing a bill which will 
seem like an attack upon the trusts 
and will at the same time command 
the support of the republicans in con- 
gress, Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, is hav- 
ing his troubles. 

Mr. Littlefield, it seems, has some- 
thing of a record on the trust question 
and some wicked republican papers 
are disposed to pull it on him at this 
embarrassing moment. 

Two years ago, when Mr. Littlefield 
was endeavoring to attract attention 
to himseif in congress, he made a 
great anti-trust play. He then came 
to the fore as an advocate of a con- 
stitutional amendment to this effect: 


Coypgress shall have vower to define, 
regulate, control. prchibit or dissolve 
trusts, monopolies, or combinations, 
whether existing in the form of a cor- 
poration or otherwise. 


Mr. Littlefield made a speech in fa- 
vor of this amendment, which attract- 


posed in congress. It would have chang- 
| federal 


ed not only the relation of the 
government to all forms of business ac- 
tivity now under the jurisdiction of the 
states, but it would have transforafed the 
very fabric of’ our political institutions. 
It would have been the beginning of the 
end of the system of government which 
the founders of this republic devised. 


All of which is significant of the har- 
mony which fails to manifest itself in 
republican ranks these days. The Sun 
is dubious about Mr. Littlefield. “His 
remarks,” says that eminent represen- 
tative of republican thought, “do not 
strengthen our conviction that he 
really knows what he wants to do 
about the trusts, or has any very dis- 
tinct idea of how to do it.” 

In view of the fact that Littlefield is 
The Annointed, is aot this very much, 
like lese majestie? 


The Prize Fight Swindle. 

It is high,time that the fraud and 
brutalism that accompany so-called 
“prize fighting” should be. rigorously 
abolished by legal penalties that will 
do the work effectually. True, there 
are but few states left where these 
plug-uglies* can pursue their game. 
Mississippi cordially corraled and 
penitentiaried one of them a few yéars 
ago and unfortunately pardoned him 
before his term expired. Ih other 
states even the militia has had to be 
called out in battle array to stop the 
lawless proceeding so ineptly called 
“the manly art.”

One 
might reasonably argue that the fools 
who bet their money on such contests 
deserve to be swindled, but that is be- 
side the mark. Because a fool and his 
monéy are soon parted is no reason 
why the public authorities should per- 
mit a gang of collusive thieves to work 
open-face schemes to do the idiots out 
of their money. It is a part of the 
duty of honest government to discour- 
age all such brutalities and their ac- 
companying rascalities. 

It is useless even to hope that the 
evil will cure itself because of its 
manifest dishonesties. Hungry Joe 
was the fakir philosopher who discov- 
ered the fact that “there is a fresh 
sucker born in this country every min- 
ute,” and observation confirms his 
declaration. No sooner is one sell-out 
contest pulled off in the prize ring 
than a fresh card is prepared by tho 
managers of the game to catch the 
new crop and separate them deftly 
from their “money. 

We hope yet to see the press of the 
country unite/with common purpose 
to kill off this dirty and disgraceful 
business. Scarcely any other agency 
in the country has the power to work 
the reform so promptly and effectively.

A Tribute to Captain Evan P. Howell by One i Who 
Knows His Work for Atlanta. 


By Sam W. Small. 


The entry of Captain Evan P. Howell 
into the mayoralty race affords Atlanta 
a long-delayed occasion to reciprocate 
the faultless loyalty of one of her pio- 
neer sons,.and reconstructors, 

Because I have known him intimately 
for a third of a century and been fa- 
miliar with every public function and 
movement of which he was a part—fight- 
ing under him in many contests for the 
welfare of this city and its ple—I 
have seizeg this opportunity of my own 
motion to write down some pertinent 
reminiscences of Captain Howell's ca- 
reer. I do this to pay a just tribute to 
one whom I esteem above mést men and 
to inform some who do not know his 
warm heart, patriotic impulses and At- 
lanta love ag thoroughly as I have had 
opportunity to know them for almost a 
lifetime. 

For forty years almost, though 
often importuned, Captain Howell has re- 
fused to be considered for the chlef mag- 
istracy of the city. Other duties to the 
civic welfare and friendship for others 
eager for the honor have moved him to 
ignore his own undoubted — eligibility. 
But the occasion and the man dare met 
together at the present hour and his an- 
nouncement has electrified the city with 
interest and enthusiasm. The popular 
current to him has set promptly and pro- 
phetically and his friends already hail 
him confidently as ‘“‘our next mayor.” 

And, why not? Everybody familiar 
with the history of Atlanta for half a 
century knows that that history cannot 
be written without inscribing the name 
of Evan P. Howell upon evéry page that 
records the substantial civic progress 
of the city. No other. Atlantan’s name 
is known so far and so wel! throughout 
the union in association with Atlanta’s 
growth and fame. No other citizen’s in- 
fluence is thought more’ necessary to 
every fresh endeavor to advance the city 
{in municipal, political or industrial good 
fortunes, It has been so since the new 
Atlanta began to rise from the ashes of 
the Sherman holocaust. 

His Advent in the City. 

Captain Howell came to Atlanta in 
181. His father, Judge Clark HoweHl, 
removed hither from Milton county and 
became one of the mosf honored and use- 
ful men of this Inciplent metropolis. 
Evan P. Howell grew up through the 
years of his young manhood in asspcia- 
tion with those who since, like himself, 
have become the sponsors for the crea- 
tion of one of the phenomenal and rep- 
resentative cities of America. 

His Record in the Civil War. 

Those who drive out the Peachtree road 
cannot escape knowing that Captain 
Howell was one of the heroes of the 
gray. A modest sign at “‘Deerland” tells 
the emplacement of his famous battery 
that had won celebrity on every hilltop 
and in every pass from Chickamauga to 
those fiery July days in 1864 when he 
stood by his smoking, flaming-jawed guns 
to defend his own home and the roof 
trees of his fellow citizens. His record 
as a soldier is a part of the heroic treas- 
ures of the city and the south. 

The Era of Reconstruction. 

His best works, however, have been 
those which followed the besom of war. 
He returned to the ash heaps of his home 
city to find it in the hands of milftary 
rulers and all {ts future interests fo be 
re-created by the devotion and industry 
of a handful of ragged veterans in gray. 

There was in qualified powbr in the 
city in those days a city owuncil that 
had been elected before the general sur- 
render. It held over by the authority 
of the military commander until 1588. 
The people of the city had become rest- 
less meantime and desired a new and 
progressive city ,government and were 
permitted to elect such an one. Judge 
William H. Hulsey wag chosen mayor, 
and in the council were such men as 
Evan P. Howell, William H. Brotherton, 
Anthony Murphy, -O’Keefe and others I 
do not now recall. 

The First Public School System. 

That council at once took up the stren- 
uous work of laying down fotindation 
stones and wall lines for the future um 
building of a great metropolis. There 
was a prescience in their wisdom and 
work that seems more than normal from 
this distance. 

By it the first public school system 
in Affhnta was organized and set in 
operation. It was the initiation of the 
system that has survived to this day 
and forms so large a factor of our civic 
pride. It also organized the water works 
system, compromised and settled the 
Mitchell heirs case fhvolving ‘the depot 
site and securing to the city the property 
between the railway right and Alabama 
street, from Whitehall fo what is now 
Central avenue. 

The Railroad Growth of the City. 


That council also did @ marvelously 
bold thing in which Captain Howell was 


an enthusiastic mover. It subscribed 
$300,000 to the building of the Atlanta 
and Charlotte Air Line railroad. Captain 
Howell and Anthony Murphy were the 
city’s directors In the company and 


helped push the road as far northeastward ° 


as Gainesville. 

Just here it is not amiss to say that 
Captain Howell has always believed that 
railroads are the Briarean arms of steel 
by which Atlanta must obtain and hold 
commercial power and wealth of enter- 
prises. He subscribed Hberally to and 
helped to organize and manage every 
new line of railroad that has been built 
into the city since the war. He wags one 
as stated, of the 


Georgia. They wanfed a new constitu- 
and after the flight of Bullock and the 
election of James M. Smith as our first 
democratic governor, with a democratic 
legislature, the demand for a new consti- 
tution grew strongly. 

Most people in Atlanta were willing to 
have a new constitution, but they want- 
ed also to keep the capital. Captain 
Howell was elected to the state senate in 
1871 and re-elected by the people of this 
senatoria) district with the especial pur- 
pose of having Aim safeguard their in- 
terests in the capital question. He fought 
off action until in 1876 he forced such 
convention advocates as General Toombs, 
Judge Reese and others to agree that 
the capital location should be submit- 
ted to the people as a separate issue. 
The convention was held and the issue 
so submitted, pitting Atlanta agairist a 
proposition to return the seat of govern- 
ment to the old capital at Milledgeville. 

A Hot Fight and Great Victory. 

All the rivals of Atlanta joined forces 
with the Milledgeville partisans. *Other 
cities raised money to fight Atlanta's 
claims to the capital. Captain James W. 
English was mayor of Atlanta, and back- 
ed by a patriotic council. ‘The people of 
tthe city were a unit to whip the fight 
The council in secret session appropriated 
$30,000 as a campaign fund to be expended 
under the direction of Major Campbélil 
Wallace, Governor Brown and Captain 
Evan P. Howell, the latter being secré- 
tary o fthe committee. There was a gen? 
eral capita] campaign committee who help- 
ed direct the work of distributing litera- 
ture, sending out speakers and making 
‘converts for Atlanta. The work was done 
vigorously and in the face of a strong and 
envious opposition. But at the end of 
the fight Atlanta had 56,000 mafority in 
the ballot and the committee reported 
that it had gotten this great victory by 
spending only $17,000 of the $30,000 given 
to them. 

His Work as a Journalist. 

In November, 1876, Captain Howell 
bought a half interest in The Constitution 
and became its managing editor. That 
event in its history was the date. line of 
the journal’s subsequent great prosperity. 
It was Captain Howell who brought to 
the staff Joel Chandler Harris, since fa- 
mous as a,creator of literature of ine 
highest folk-lore and romantic forms. He 
also associated Henry W. Grady permae- 
nently: with The Constitution and aided 
the latter to develop the opportunities 
which made him so enthusiastic a pro- 
moter of Atlanta and enabled him to 
Close a brilliant life with a noble fame 
as broad as the nation. 

In all his work with The Constitution 
Captain Howell kept an eye single to the 
growth of the city and the permanence 
of its prosperities. 

The Building of the Kimball. 

It was Captain Howell who é@arliest rec- 
ognized the first need of a great city Is @ 
great hotel. He organized and functioned 
the building of the first Kimball house, 
and when it was burned he began befofe 
its fires were out to reorganize the com- 
pany for its reconstruction. He was made 
its president and under his guidance the 
present elegant and famous hostelry was 
built and opened to the public. 

The New Capitol Building. 

When Hon. Frank Rice had pushed to 
enactment the bill to erect a new state 
capitol in this city Captain Howell was 
tendered the Atlanta place on the com- 
mission, but preferred his friend, the late 
Major Ben E. Crane, but upon the death 
of Major Crane a few months after the 
organization of the commission, the gov- 
ernor appointed Captain Howell his suc- 
cessor. He aided the commission greatly 
in guiding and guarding the work and 
had the satisfaction to report to the gov- 
ernor and general assembly a marvel in 
American capitol building—that the Geor- 
gia state capitol was eomplete within the 
$1,000,000 appropriation and a small bal- 
ance returned to the treasury! As Sena- 
dor David B. Hill said on one of his 
visits to Atlanta, when told of the fact: 
“That of itself is enough to immortalize 
any American patriot! It couldn’t happen, 
probably, outside of Georgia!”’ 

Our Atlanta Expositions. 

From the time the first post bellum 
state fair was projected and successfully 
pulled off by his help at Oglethorpe Park 
(now the site of the Exposition mills), 


Cgptain Howell has been one of the most. 


prominent promoters and directors of the 
great expositions that have given Atlanta 
prestige and won to her both capital and 
population. 

Nothing has eyer been done in the ex- 
position line since the Centennial that was 
better, more far-reaching in effects and 
helpfu} in the educative sense to its im- 
mediate environment than the Internation- 
el Cotton exposition of 1881, and it is wtth- 
in the writer’s knowledge that Captain 
Howell was ome of the strongest of the 
factors of its success. 

He was sent to Washington to work 
through the appropriation of $250,000 for 
a government exhibit in the exposition 
of 1895 and brilliantly brought off .ue 
coup where few thought success at all 
possible. 

As a Legislator Again. 

While in Washington his fellow citizens 
nominated and elected him to the legisla- 
ture from this county and the served with

PIG IRON CLAUSES ADOPTED. 


German Government Wins Victory on 


Tariff Bill. 

Berlin, July 29.—The government suc- 
ceeded in getting the pig iron clauses of 
the tariff bill adopted by the tariff com- 
mittee of the reithstag t6day without 
amendment, but only after strenuous 
opposition and long debate. When the 
committee took up clauses 777 to 78 of 
the bill, amendments providing for the 
reduction and for the abolition of the 
duty on pig fron were offered. 

The Prussian minister of commerce, 
Herr Moeller, assured the liberals that 
their fear of outside competition in the 
iron trade, owing to the retention of 
the German tariff, were utterly ground- 
less. 

On the contrary, Herr Moeller said he 
shared the views of the representatives 
of the iron industry who considered the 
repeal of the iron duties at the end of 
the seventies to be a serlous mistake 
which had injured the whole fabric of 
German economic life. Herr Moeller in- 
sisted that the duty should not be tam- 
pered with, either by reduction or in- 
crease. 

Count von Posadowski Wehner. the im- 
perial secretary of state for the interior, 
opposed a plea to prohibit [mportation 
based on an alleged attempt of the Amer- 
ican trust to unload its goods in Ger- 
many at ruinous prices. 

Count von Posadowski Wehner declared 
that such prohibition would injure other 
German industries.

Between 1,500 and 2,000 new applicants 
will be knocking at the doors of the pub- 
lic schools in September and from the 
present outlook not half of them wil! be 
able to get in.

WILL APPOINT ARBITRATORS. 


Difference Between Land Owners and 
Government Will Be Settled by 
Means of Arbitration. 

In the condemnation proceedings which 
will be {nstituteq in a short time by 
Assistant District Attorney George “L. 
Bell to get possession of the rémainder 
of the postoffice block the appofntmént 
of arbitrators will be made to appraise 

the value of the property. 

The land owners place upon the prop- 
erty a valuation of $202,125. The appro- 
priation by congress for the purchase 
of the property is $170,000, making a dif- 
ference of $32,125 to be arranged. 

The other half of the posfoffice block 
is owned by four different persons, and 
for each of these there will be three ar- 
bitrators—one appointed by the — land 
Owner, one appointed by the government 
and one selécted by these two. In the 
event that the two first chosen cannot 
decide on a third, then the court will 
exercise its prerogative and appoint the 
third. 

The arbitrators will appraise the value 
of each piece of property and in the 
event the total valuation placed by the 
four sets of arbitrators comes within 
the congressional appropriation the price 
will be paid, and thie property taken 
possession of by the government with- 
out any further hitch. But should the 
appraisers’ valuation exceed the amount 
set aside by congress then the proceed- 
ings will cease until an additional appro- 
priation is made.

But I wan? to say,” he declared at 
the Fifth Avenue hotel, ‘‘that the stories 
which have been printed about two score 
of us or more ‘petitioning’ or ‘besieging’ 
congress to allow us to receive decora- 
tions such as was offered me are found- 
ed on an entire misconception. Take my 
ease. The Chinese government did not 
send the decoration (the badge of the 
mandarin) to me at all, but to the state 
department. I was informed through the 
state department that it had come,‘ and 
the department will put the matter be- 
fore congress at the same time the other 
cases like my own are brought up. We 
are not doing anything about it. Of 
course, I would like the decoration, how- 
ever, as a souvenir. It is a very hand- 
some thing, ‘the Order of the Dragon,’ a 
§2-point silver star, with a great sapphire 
set in blue enamel and tipped with a pink 
pearl, the whole to be suspended round 
the neck on an imperial yellow ribbon. 
And the other men would like their deco- 
rations from: other governments. But 
the matter lies entirely with the depart- 
ment and congress. Personally, it seems 
to me an incentive to a man to do good 
work to allow him to receive such treas- 
ured rewards as these. But we are not 
complaining, and we are most surely not 
‘besieging’ . congress. I should like to 
show that big star to my descendants,

A number of merchants from different 
cities of Georgia gathered in Atlanta yes- 
terday to discuss the formation of a mu- 


| thal fire insurance company. As a result 


the Merchants’ Mutual Fire Insurance 
Gompany will be launched as soon as the 
charter can be procured.” ~. 

The promoters of the. company an- 
nounce that it will have a million dollars’ 
worth of business from the start. The 
merchants have come to the conclusion 
that there is money in the fire insurance 
business and in the future they. wish 
to get in on the profits from it. 

W. H. Nunnally, @ prominent mérehant 
of Monroe, is the principal promoter of 
the cémpany. Its headquarters wil) be lh- 
cated at Monroe and it is probable that 
Mr. Nunnally will be made president, 
though it is announced that.a competent 
and experienced underwriter will be se- 
eured to establish the agency plant and 
superintend the underwriting generally. 

The meeting was held in the offices of 
Napier & Cox, 501 and 503 Equitable 
building. These ne a will be at- 
torneys for the company and wil] at once 
take steps toward securing the charter. 
As the company is to be a mutual one ne 
capital stock will be. required. However, 
the geneltmen interested in the company 
state that they expect to raise a guar- 
antee fund. 

The company will enter the fight for all 
Classes of fire insurance, but it is under- 
stood that only approved risks will be ac- 
cepted. As the company is to be largely a 
merchants® affair, it is thought that its 
business will be, to a great extent, on 


mercantile stocks and buildings. 

A provisional committee ‘was selected to 
direct the affairs of the company until 
the issuance of the charter, after which 
the directory will be.named. 

The committee is cagnposed of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: W. H. Nunnally, of 
Monroe; J. T. Duncan, of Douglasville; 
A. A. Camp, of Winder; W. P. Wallace, 
of Rutledge; T. B. Anderson, of Har- 
mony Grove; R. T. Jones, of Canton and 
J. H. Johnston, of Woodstock. 

While the company wil] not demand 
standard rates, stilk its promoters state 
that they are not going into the business 
as rate cutters. They think that by the 
return dividends they can get very cheap 
insurance and for this reason have de- 
termined to form the company. 


The Danish West Indies. 
‘(From The Philadelphia Ledger.) 
The federal state department sees no 
reason why the question of the cession 
of the Danish West India islands shouid 
be submitted to The Hague conference 
for arbitration and settlement. It is be- 
lieveq in Washington .that the negotia- 
tions are only temporarily halted in the 
upper house of the Danish rigsdag; that 
the treaty of annexation which has been 
ratified by the United. States will be rati- 


fled by Denmark after, the parliamentary 


elections in October...The annexation {s- 
sue has not arrived at: an acute stage. It 
is confidently believed ‘thatthe people of 
the islands, as well as the Danish elec- 
torate. are in favor of the transfer of the 
islands, and it is expected that this 
opinion will be reflected by the next vote 
in the landsthing. The treaty was defeat- 
ed in that body by the narrow majority 
of four votes. Should the proposition oe 
defeated at the next session of the diet, 
the matter will assume an interesting 
and possibly an embarrassing phase, 

It is the opinion of competent observers 
that the islands are not worth more than 
the price the Uniteqd States has offered 
to pay for them. Their importance as 
sites for coaling stations and f naval 
strategic purposes is the measure 6f their 
value to the United States, though the 
recent federal legislation on the isthmian 
canal question may promise certain com- 
mercial advantages which the group do 
not now enjoy. A correspondent of The 
New York Evening Post, writing from 
St. Thomas, says that,omitting their coal~ 
ing station and strategic value, they are 
not worth the price we are ready to pay 
for them, and that there are no compar4- 
tive price figures by which we may judge 
whether we have made a thrifty bargain, 
‘os the habit of France and England has 
not been to acquire islands by purchase.” 
Of the islands ‘as an entirety, this corre- 
spondent writes: 

“The islands, as a group, if not self- 
supporting, certainly would not be to the 
United States the burden they are to Den- 
mark. To her they are ‘in peace a charge 
and in war a weak defence;’ to us they 
would be at least a eonvenience on ac- 
count of the harbor of St. Thomas, and 
somewhat more than that after the isth- 
mian canal is open. Shipping men believe 
that the islands would then pay their 


sway, for the natural route to the isth- 


mus for steamships from northern Europe 
would be through the neighboring Virgin 
passage, and St. Thomas would be the 
place to coal.” » 

The correspondent notes further that 
the islands have lost population since the 
last census, taken a year ago, when St. 
Thomas had 12,000; St. John, 900, and St. 
Croix, 19,700. The Amerigan acquisition 
of Porto Rico has had mf@&ch to do with 
this exodus. St. Thomas has lost the 
trade which formerly came from Porto 


Rico, and many of the islanders have gone 


to Porto Rico, owing to the superior op- 
portunities offered them there. They find 
employment in Porto Rico for the reason 
that they can speak English and the 
Porto Ricans de not. The hope of: the 
islands seenis to be in annexation to ths 
United States. This writer thinks there 
is no doubt that the islanders greatly 
desire annexation. 


When the islanders voted on the ques-, 


tion in 1868 the voting was fubilantly ccn- 
ducted, and when the ballots were couut- 
ed it was found that there were only 
twenty-two votes recorded against the 
rroposition in St. Thomas and none at 
allin St. John. The decision was practi- 
cally unanimous. Had the islands been 
annexed at that time there would have 
been no question as to “the consent of 
the governed;’’ but Mr. Seward’s treaty 
of annexation was rejected by the senate 
committee on foreign relations without a 
single dissenting voice. The gcquisition 
was then regarded as practically worth- 
less, certainly as undesirable, by congress, 
though championed by Mr. Seward. The 
purchase has now become a mere incideut 
of our expansion.

A call for the polfcé caused him to leave. 
Mrs. Cook secured clothing from the lady 
of the house and was able to reach her 
own home. When the police arrived upon 
the scene White could not be found. 

Half an hour later there was a second 
call for the police and this time White 
was at 23 Orme street, where he had 
followed Mrs. Cook. The officer found 
White trying to break in the front door 
and locked him up. 

Mrs. Cook, who was excited and un- 
strung, stated to the officers that White 
attacked her because the was jealous.

BECOMES A BANK TELLER} 


IsS JENNIE ARMSTRONG,. who 

recently resigned . as assistant 

principal of the Girls’ High school, 
is to be teller of: the woman's depart- 
ment of the Fourth national bank of At- 
lanta. 

Miss Armstrong was appointed to the 
position yesterday and the announcement 
will be of interest to her wide circle of 
friends. The department of which Miss 
Armstrong will have charge is to be 
for the exclusfve use of women and ha 
just been inaugurated by the Fourth 
national bank. The selection of Miss 
Armstrong as teller’ will prove a popular 
one. ‘ , 

In establishing this new department the 
Atlanta bank has followed a precedent 
set by large banking institutions of the 
east and is the first bank in the south 
to inaugurate a gepartment exclusively 
for women. 

No young woman in Atlanta is better 
known or more highly esteemed than Miss 
Armstrong. Aside from her intellectual 
ability she has impressed upon those 
brought in touch with her her superior 
judgment, her sense of justice and her 
bpoad and sympathetic appreciation of 
the progress and development of women 
especially in business life. As an organ- 
izer and leader she has done excellent 
work along religidus and philanthropic 
lines, she being the inspiration of a great 
deal of work being done now throughout 
the south by the Young Woman's Chris- 
tian Association. 4 

Miss Armstrong is a graduate of the 
Girls’ High school, having made a bril- 
lant record in thai institution, her elec- 
tion to the faculty having taken place 
shortly after graduation, 

An officer of the bank, when asked 


about the new movement in Atlanta’s 
banking circles, gave as a reason for it 
the increasing number of women de- 
positors and the desire to add to their 
convenience. 

“The woman’s window and the wom- 
an’s teller will enable our patrons among 
the ladies to avoid the disagreeable ne- 
cessity of standing in an indiscriminate 
line,”’ he said. Among the details of the 
plan will be a handsome combination 
check and pass book bound in Russian 
leather and of a size to slip into a lady’s 
card case. Another attractive feature 
will be the payment at the new window 
of all checks in fresh»and unused cur- 
rency. oe al 

“Even in the inauguration of a woman's 
department would it not have 
been more convenient to have 
placed in charge of it one 
of your men accustomed to this feature 
of banking rather than a young woman, 
no matter what her qualifications?’ was 
here asked. ini 

“It would probably have been more 
easily done,” was the replv. “as there 
aré many men in our bank eligible to the 
place, but there are many reasons why 


a woman is the right one in this place. 


She can make herself in many ways 
more useful to women depositors and 
at the same time keep separate and dis- 
tinct what has become a large depart- 
ment of the bank. Then women are be- 
ginning to practice many of their own 
theories. They are beginning to help 
each other to standg to one another and 
there are many women who, out of a 
spirit of loyalty and a desire to help, 
will consider and patronize the member 
of their sex in the banking business 
just as they do in other lines of busi- 
ness.”’

PASSING THRONG. 


“Did you ever notice,” remarked the 
reformed newspaper man, “that nine mén 


of human nature? A majority of them 
will tell you that they are never fooled 
in a man, and even when they «are they 
refuse absolutely to admit it. It is a 
popular failing, but no less a falling is 
the fact that most of these wiseacres think 
that their particular profession or voca- 
tion is the one calling which fits a man 
to judge the actions and motives of his 
fellow man. No matter what the calling, 
be the man a barber, a bricklayer, a 
saloon keeper or a lawyer, they all swear 
that they cannot possibly be mistaken in 
a man ninety-nine times in one hundred. 

“In point of fact, the men who are in 
best position to come in daily contact 
times ex- 
plicable manifestations of mankind and 
who see all sides and phases of character 
nearly always admit that they know little 
or nothing about that greatest of all mys- 
teries—man. 

“Barbers, as a rule, think they under- 
stand human nature. They pride tnem- 
selves on this fact and will tell you that 
there is no calling in the world equal to 
theirs when it comes to sizing up a fel- 
low. Of course, it is true that they come 
in contact with all kinds and conditions 
of men during a day and have certain op- 
portunities for noticing various manifes- 
tations of human nature. But their 
chances for observation are of very ne- 
cessity limited and. superficial. A man 
visiting a barber snop goes there for a 


defirfite purpose—a shave or a hair cut., 


It is business with him, and the sooner 


he gets through with it the better he is 
pleased., If he is of a restless, impatient 
disposition or if he is patient or particular 
these facts are invariably made manifest, 
but thaw is about all that crops out on 
the surface of the average individual. 
Of his honesty, mental ability or truth- 
fulness little indication is given. The big- 
gest proof that the average barber uoes 
not understand numan nature at all is the 
fact that he Insists on talking to you while 
going through the operation of shaving. 
Some men don’t mind this, but otherg ob- 
ject to it strenuously. The barber means 
well, but he simply misjudges his man 
very frequently. As an example, I want 
to be perfectiy quiet when I am being 
shaved and try to make this fact mani- 
fest by never opening or encouraging a 
conversation, but I have had to quit at 
least half a dozen barbers because they 
worried me by talking and keeping up 
a running fire of questions all the time 
I was in the chair. 

“Old elevator men also think they have 
a large share of the world’s information 
concerning men. I don’t see how they ar- 
rive at this conclusion. The time a man 
spends in an elevator car is too brief 
to admit of any accurate study. A pas- 
senger often displays impatience, anger or 
asks useless and foolish questions, but this

edge of men. 
in ten imagine they are excellent judges | 
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fact is no index. The conditions in an 
elevator car are exceptional and not the 
average normal. 

“The average bartender will swell out 
his chest, smooth his white apron and 
abrogate to ‘himself the right to sit in 
judgment on ninety-nine out of one hun- 
dred men who come into hig place for a 
drink. This, to my mind, is the sheerest 
folly. The conditions in a bar room 
bring into play many and various phases 
of the purely elemental man—phases 
heightened and made to stand out in gro- 
tesque relief by the fact of stimulant, 
but that’s all. A man in a bar room tak- 
ing a drink and that same man in his 
Office or at home are two entirely differ- 
ent and distinct propositions. 

“Of all men who profess to know and 
who should kgow human nature, preach- 
ers are, I think, the poorest judges. They 
live in an atmosphere which gives littie 
opportunity of seeing the seamy side of 
life and they are frequently hopelessly 
fooled. 

“On the other hand, judges of criminal 
courts, who have an opportunity of seem 
every phase of character and of probing 
for motives and bringing the bare facts 
to light, frequently admit that they are 
ignorant of the great riddle and do not 
attempt to solve it except in a superficial 
way. 

“Newspaper men have chances for siz- 
ing up all kinds-‘of people and the major- 
ity of them are fairly good judges of a 
man. In fact, like the rest of the pro- 
fessions, I think we know more about hu- 
man nature than any class of people, 
but I am constantly running up against 
propositions which cause me to distrust 
my ability in that direction and frequent- 
ly I am brought to the conclusion that I 
don't know anything about it at all. 

“The great leaders of men have all built 
their fortunes and fame on their knowl- 
This knowledge has not 
been the result of any special training 
or calling, but has invariably been intui- 
tive. Napoleon was one of the best 
judges of human nature that ever lived, 
and yet Napoleon made blunders in sé- 
lecting his officers and confedétrates which 
proved his undoing. 

‘‘No, the whole thing is a hopeless rid- 
dle. No standard of comparison—no gen- 
eral average—can be fixed, as long as no 
two individuals are alike. At best, we 
can hope to arrive ‘at but general re- 
sults. No man understands himself and 
for that reason no man can ever under- 
stand any other man. 

“But, women—well, al] of them will tell 
you that they understand the whole sex 
as perfectly as we misunderstand them. 
That’s another mistake!’ 


‘It’s a strange fact that not one of the 


laws of human nature can be circumvent- | 


ed, and that every man in the world 
has to work for a living,’’ remarked the 
philosophic desk sergeant the other night. 
“I know you will think the latter state- 
ment rather startling, but I have studied 
the whole thing out and it is literally 
true. I used to envy some of the fel- 
lows who seeméd to always be able to 
live on the fat of the land and never do 
anything, but the longer I live, the more 
I am convinced that every man works, 
and that the very man who seems to 
be the most idle is the hardest work- 
er of all. 

“Take a tramp, for example. The dis- 
taste of a tramp for work is proverbial. 
A majority of people think they never 
work, and the average tramp actually 
fools himself jnto that selfsan@: belief. 
In point of fact, he is one o the hardest 
workers on creation. The only difference 
between his work and yours or mine is 
that it is not turned into the right chan- 
nel. A tramp will put forth enough en- 
ergy and d@play enough ingenuity in 
Btealing a ride on a freight train to 
spread over two dys in the life of the 
average man. If this energy and perse- 
verance were wistly applied it gould net 
the tramp many times the price of the 
ride. 

“You may think that a forger or a 
sneak thief doesn’t work In the réal sense 
of the word, but both do. They do little 
manual laoor, but the same applies to 
a majority of the legitimate professions. 
They work and théy work hard. Yes, 
we have all got to work, and the sooner 
every man in the world recognizes it, the 
better off the world will be. There is a 
certain amount of energy in the world 
and it is all used. That which doesn’t 
go into the right channel seeks an outlet 
some other way. Crime, drunkenness and 
so-called idleness is simply an expression 
of this energy gone wrong.”’

TAKING CARE OF 
STATE CONVICTS 


Prison Commission Calls Coal’ City 


Mining Company Te Time. 
ANOTHER INSPECTION MADE 


Threatened To Take Convicts Away 
Unless Good Ventilation and 
Drainage Were Established. 
Other Mines Are Also 
Being Inspected. 


The prison commission, through Min- 
ing Expert F. P. Clute, of Tennessee, has 
jist compicted a second investigation 
of the conditions at the Coal City mine, 
the property of the Georgia ‘Coal and 
Iron Company. 

This second investigation grew out of 
the fact that the excess of sickness there 
led the commission to believe that the 
conditions at the mine in respect to ven- 
tilation and drainage had not been im- 
proved as the commission had directed. 
The contrary was found to be true, how- 
ever, and while there is still much to be 
done to meke the mine as healthy as it 
should be for the convicts, it is stated, 
much has already been accomplished. 

It will be remembered that scme months 
ago the prison commission employed E. 
P. Clute, a mining expert of Tennessee, 
to inspect the mines at Coal City, Dur- 
ham and Lookout Mountain, and to see if 
the drainage and ventilation were such 
as they ought to be for the full protection 
of tbe health of the men. 

Mr. Clute found that the ccn@itions in 
these respects were deficient at all three 
of the mines, and especially was this 
true at Coal City. He made certain rec- 
ommendations which were adcpted by the 
prison commission, and letters were ad- 
dressed to the mine owners giving them 


ninety days witht which to comply and, 


put their mines in proper condition. 

That time has expired and the commis~ 
sion, noting a good deal of sickness, es- 
pecially at Coal City, had Mr. Clute go 
there to make another inspection. 

The owners of the camp had already 
been notified that if the conditions laid 
down by the commission were not com- 
plied with, the commission would remove 
the convicts. 

Mr. Clute has just reported to the 
prison commission that the conditions at 
Coal City are greatly improved. The 
commission has decided, therefore. to let 
the convicts remain there for the pres- 
ent, but under the condition that the 
improvements shall go on and be com- 
pleted within thirty davs. 

Mr Clute is now engaged in a simi- 
lar inspectidn of the two other mines 
and will report upon them this week.

HIS THROAT CUT WITH RAZOR. 


Private of the Sixteenth Infantry

Colonel Wade To Raise Peaches. 

The announcement of the resignation of 
Colonel I. C. Wade, of the Southern’s 
land and industrial department, which was 
made exclusively by The Constitution sev- 
eral days ago, was received with general 
surprise by the railroad men_of the city. 

Colonel Wade has been singing the 
praises of Georgia's fruit lands with such 
sincerity during the past few vears that 
it will not be a surprise to his friends 
to learn that he has gone into the fruit 
business and will in the future devote his 
entire aftention to it. 

He has organized a company which nas 
purchased 1,000 acres of peach land be- 
tween Cornelia and Mount Airy. Colonel 
Wade has himself moved to Cornelia and 
will give the fruit {Industry his undivided 
personal attention. 

He writes The Constitution that he {fs 
greatly pleased with the advantages of 
the fruit lands in Hahersham county and 
that his company will pusn the industry 
for all there is in it. 

During his incumbency of three vears as 
agent of the Southern’s land and indus- 
trial department in Atlanta Colonel Wade 
was instrumental in locating industries 
on the lines of the Southern fn Georgia 
which Nave a combined capital of more 
than $5,000,000. 

Some time ago Colonel Wade met with 
an accident in which his back and left 
hip were so badly wrenched that since 
that time he has practically been unabie 
to leave: his room. He applied for a 
leave of absence, and finding cat he 
could not resume his duties on August 1 
he hanged in his resignation and deter- 
mined to move to Cornea and take per- 
sonal charge of his peach Industry.

CROPS IN NEED OF MOISTURE 


Situation Serious in Drought Dis- 
tricts, _ Mr. ae 


RAIN FELL IN SOME SECTIONS 


Copious Showers in Many Southern 
Counties Cause Cotton To Appear 
To Be in Promising Condition. 


Section Director J. B. Marbury, in his 
weekly weather’ and crop bulletin, says 
the situation is serious in the drought 
districts. Rains have fallen in some 
sections and greatly benefited crops, but 
the moisture has been by no means gen- 
eral. The.report says: 

“The temperature averaged about mor- 
mal during the week. Generally dry 
weather, broken only. by occasional light 
showers, continued in numerous northern 
and mfddle counties. Moderate to copious 
rains fell in many ‘of the southern coun- 
ties and in scattered sections of middle 
Georgia. These rains were timely and 
resulted beneficially to crops. The situa- 
tion is rather serious in the drought dis- 
tricts, where crops are practically at a 
standstill owing to lack of moisture; the 
prospects for upland corn are poor; cotton 
has failed, is blooming to top, young bolls 
are dropping and plants are making little 
or no growth. In fhe sections where 
rain fell. the general outlook for cotton 
continues promising; the plants made 
good growth during the week, are fruit- 
ing heavily and bolls are opening in some 
fields. Complaints of shedding are made 
in a few localities: and in some fields 
plants are dying at:the top, but these 
conditions are not universal. In numer- 
ous counties the crop at. this time is: re- 
garded as excellent. Fodder pulling is in 
active progress in numerous southern and 
middie counties. Lowland: corn promises 
to be a good crop. Late forage crops 
have been injured slightly by dry weath- 
er, and forage sowing on gtubbdies is not 
completed in some of the northwestern 
counties owing to the drought. Minor 
crops, such as rice, sugar cane, sweet 
potatoes and peanuts, are doing: well as a 
rule. Pastures have failed in many of 
the northern counties, water courses are 
drying and stock is suffering. Gardens 
have been greatly injured in practically 
all sections; many early gardens have 
been abandoned, but preparations. are be- 
ing made for fall garaen planting. Grapes 
indicate a good yield,..but apples are 
poor. Late peaches are almost a failure 
except in a few central, counties.”

Georgia was blind drunk and went 
through a coach trying to hit every per- 
son she passed. She landed the stick 
against the heads of a nymber of excur- 
sionists, but the stick stood it very well. 

Luther Brewer wag also drunk and he 
stood in the center of a coach and cursed 
the air blue. He told the recorder that he 
thought a negro had a right to do a little 
cussing when out on an excursion. ‘He 
couldn't see where the fun came in De- 
ing an excursionist if a fellow couldn't 
express himself a little. 

James Baxter was perfectly sober, but 
he desired to impress al] the excursion- 
ists with the tdea that he was the -best 
man on the road. He went througn the 
entire train cursing at the top of his 
voice. When seized by an 0officer he 
stated that he was looking for his wife 
and was mad because he couldn't find 
her. 

Recorder Broyles fined each of the ex- 
cursionists $15.75, which they couldn't pay 
and they will have to write home and teil 
their folks that they have decided to re- 
main a while in Atlanta.
